WASHINGTON, July 31.—Martin M. 


Mulhall’s crose-examination by attor 


neys for the National Association of 
Manufacturers before the Senate Lobby 
Committee today opened up with «a 
lively row between Senator Reed and 
Attorney Robert McCarty. McCarter in- 
sisted on asking questions himself; Sen- 
ator Reed insiste2 that all questions 
should go through the committee. Chair- 
man Overman ruled with Senatur Reed. 

MoCarter precipitated the outbreak by 
asking Mulhall if he had not been dis- 
charged from the Cleveland police force 
10 years ago for violation of a State 
law. Mulhall replied he was dismissed 
for political reasons, and demanded 
caunesel. 

“T was advised by friends to refuse 
to answer,” he exclaimed. “I want 
counsel.

I'll go.to jail 
before I'll answer questions about my 
personal affairs 90 or # years ago.” 

“Instead of being designed to throw 
light on this case, many of these ques- 
tions are deaigned to throw mud at the 
witness,” declared Senator Reed. 

“This is an investigation, not a trial. 
I insist you have not right to say a 
word,” he concluded, addressing Mc- 
Carter. 

Mulhall withdrew his demand tor 
counsel and the hearing proceeded, with 
the attorneys submitting their ques- 
tions to Chairman Overman.

DALLAS, Tex., July 31.—An impres- 
sion, which has gained ground ever 
since last night, and which is genera’ 
today, ,is that the police have caught 
the slayer of Florence T. Brown, typ- 
ist, who was slain in a real estate of- 
fice here last Monday morning. 

It is generally believed that the slay- 
er is under close surveillance and that 
his escape is impossible, but that’ the 
arrest has been deferred until midnight 
tonight, when the feeling caused by the 
funeral of the girl this afternoon has 
had time to subside and when most 
people will be asleep. 

This program, it is believed, is being 
Carried out to reduce to the minimum 
the possibility of a lynching or an At- 
tempted lynching. The confidence dis- 
played by the officers today supports 
these impresisons, but the police refuses* 
to say anything more than that “‘the 
whole case will be settled to the satis- 
faction of the public by tomorrow mora- 
ing.”’ 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon at the Mc- 
Kinney avenue Baptist Church, the .fu- 
neral of the slain girl will take place. 
rKlaborate police arrangements have 
been made to keep the morbidly curious 
from crowding in and about the home 
and church. It is said by the Chief 
that the suspected slayer may be at 
the funeral. 

The interment will be in Oakland Cem- 
etery and a guard will be kept about 
the grave for several days to prevent 
souvenir hunters from. desecrating it. 
By the process of elimination the po- 
lice say they have narrowed down to 
One theory and that it is believed will 
fresult in the arrest of a man in Dallas 
within the next 2% hours.

Miss Sullivan Declares Her 
Association With Son of 
Printing Press Manufac- 
turer Has Made Her Out- 
cast and Barred Her From 
Marriage.

NEW YORK, July 31.—Miss Mae A. 
Sullivan, daughter of former Register 
Patrick Sullivan, filed an amended 
complaint yesterday in the action of 
$225,000 which she began in June 
against Arthur L. Hoe, son of Robert 
Hoe, printing press manufacturer, for 
breach of contract for support and 
breach of promise of marriage. 

‘Phe suit as amended calls for the 
hsame damages in gross and adds the 
material charge that Hoe wronged 
her. Previously he disclaimed an 
improper relationship. Hoe is mar- 
ried and has children. 

In her original complaint she said 
that in February, 1912, when she first 
learned of Hoe’s marriage he prom- 
ised her $1000 a week for life as the 
price of non-interference with him. 
He had been providing for her at that 
rate, she said, for three.years. She 
is not yet 19. Her amended com- 
plaint says that Hoe has paid her 
only $900 on that contract in nearly 
18 months. She now is suing for $76,- 
000 for that breach and for $150,000 
for his deception and desertion after 
he had promised marriage. 


Met Him When She Was 16. 
Her story is that she met Hoe when 


she was 16, in October, 1910. 
Her aunt, Mrs. Donnelly, with whom

Wires Which Imitate Their Hum 
Said to Draw Them Like Mag- 
net; Fly Paper Does Rest. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 31.—The 
Atlantic County Mosquito Commission, 
which has a $26,000 appropriation to use 
in ridding the county of mosquitos, may 
try to lure the pests to death by musi- 
cal vibrations, generated by electricity. 
According to information which the 
commission has recelved, Dr. L. O. 
Howard, of the Federal Department of 
Agriculture, has discovered that the 
hum of the mosquito, commonly attri- 
buted to the vibration of its wings, iis 
cuused by air expelled during the pro. 
cess of respiration. Dr. Howard learned 
that this hum could be imitated by elec- 
trical vibrations, toward which mos- 


By at- 
taching large strips of sticky fly pa- 
per back of the vibrating wires, he per- 
fected a deadly exterminator.

4—William Rockefeller. Bp 


O the world at large he is “John D. 
Rockefeller’s brother,” but there 
is infinitely more to him than that. 
And his start in life required almost 
as much hammering ability and clever- 
ness as did his more famous brother. 
Born in Tioga County, N. Y., in 1841, 
he did farm work arid odd jobs, between 
intervals of schooling, until he was 
i7, Then he kept books for a miller. 
But before he was 21 he had worked 
his way into partnership in a growing 
firm. In 1864 he joined his brother, John, 
and Samuel Andrews in the oil busi- 
ness, wherein the two latter had al- 
‘ready made a “shoestring’’ beginning. 
They built a refinery and named it ‘“‘The 
Standard Oil Works.” One oil com- 
pany after another was absorbed until 
the Standard Oil Trust emerged from 
the many assimilated concerns with Wil- 
liam Rockefeller as its vice-president’ In 
1882 he was made president of the Stana- 
ard Ofl Co. of New York. His later 
financial history is chiefly the history 
of Standard Oil.
